0 At Plymouth the frigate HMS Plym¬ 
outh was badly holed when she broke from 
her moorings at Millbay Docks — just as 
businessman Sir Donald Gosling offered to 
donate up to half the £200,000 needed to buy 
the paid-off Falklands veteran and put her 
on permanent display as a museum at Gos¬ 
port.

After evaluation of the bids, 
it was decided, subject to con¬ 
tract, to place the order with 
Swan Hunter, Both Swans and 
the other yards were '"extreme¬ 
ly competitive” and it was sure 
they would be keen bidders for 
future requirements. 

They would be able to bid for 


another batch of Type 23s, for 
which it was hoped to invite 
lenders in 1990. 

In addition to the Norfolk 
(pictured on the back page), 
ships for which orders were 
placed earlier are; HMS Argyll, 
Lancaster, Iron Duke, Mon¬ 
mouth and Montrose, at Yar¬ 
rows; and HMS Marlborough, 
at Swan Hunters. 

The first of the ships of the 
latest order should be in service 
in about four years. 

Their names have all been 
used by the Royal Navy before. 
The Service has had a number 
of Northumbetlands, while the 
Westminster and Richmond 
have both served as destroyers.

FREDDIE the friendly dolphin is still swimming 
around Amble harbour, Northumberland — 
thanks to the care taken by Royal Navy divers in 
detonating a wartime mine. 

For his base by a red marker buoy was dan¬ 
gerously close to the mine — and curious Fred¬ 
die swam up to say hello as a three-man Navy 
clearance diving team from Rosyth was prepar¬ 
ing to blow it up, after it had been netted by a 
fishing boat a mile from Amble. 


PO Spike Hughes, in charge of the team, went 
ashore to get expert advice about how to pro¬ 
tect the dolphin, which had lived close to the 
harbour for two years and had become a local 
favourite. 


Freddie followed the Amble lifeboat into the shelter 
of the harbour and while dolphin experts went into the 
water to play with him and the Greenpeace team kept 
guard at the harbour entrance, the divers detonated 
the mine about a mile away. 


Sensitive hearing 


Marine biologists, dolphin experts and a Green¬ 
peace boat crew joined forces with the Navy in work¬ 
ing out a plan to shield Freddie from the blast. 


A Navy spokesman said: “Dolphins have very sensi¬ 
tive hearing and we did not want to cause any injury to 
Freddie or frighten him away. Thanks to the help we 
received from the experts we were able to detonate 
the mine without troubling Freddie at all.”

Gulf tanker 
fire ‘lions’ 
honoured 

BRAVERY commendations have been awarded to eight 
members of the ship’s company of the frigate HMS Her- 
mione, who “fought like lions and heroes”* to save a blazing 
tanker in the Gulf. 


Lieut.-Cdr. Brian Richard¬ 
son, who was first on board the 
stricken 83,000-ton Greek 
tanker Drastirios and last off, 
has been awarded the Queen’s 
Commendation for Brave 
Conduct. 

The Commander-in-Chief 
Fleet’s Commendation for 
Brave Conduct has been re¬ 
ceived by seven members of the 
frigate’s crew who took part in 
the dangerous round-the-clock 
fire fighting mission. 

They are WOMEA(M) Colin 
Ranson; CMEM(M) Ken 
Whinham; POWEM(M) Ste¬ 
phen Barrett; POPT Duncan 
Roberts; LCK Brendan Duig- 
nan; LMEM(M) Charlie Chase; 
AB(R) Taff Lewis. 

Rear-Admiral Peter Wood- 
head, Flag Officer Flotilla 1, 
made the presentations on 
board the Hermione in Ports¬ 
mouth Naval Base. 

More than 80 volunteers 
from the Hermione, supported 
by crew members from the 
Royal Fleet Auxiliary tanker 
Olna, were involved in a mam¬ 
moth fire fighting task. 

When the frigate arrived at 
the scene the tanker was adrift, 
without power, and a fire had 
been raging in the engine room 
for nearly 18 hours. 


First to be winched on board 
the tanker, Lieut.-Cdr. Ri¬ 
chardson found the ship’s 
drawings and made a fire-fight¬ 
ing plan. It was still dark and 
the fire threatened to engulf the 
entire after section of the 
vessel. 

The bravery citation said: 
“Throughout the day, often in 
appalling conditions and at 
considerable risk to himself, 
Lieut.-Cdr. Richardson co-or¬ 
dinated the fire fighting effort. 
His advice and encouragement 
were inspirational. 

“At about midnight, after 
handing over responsibility for 
the safety of the tanker’s crew 
to the Master of a salvage tug, 
he returned to the Hermione. 

“Without thought for his 
own safety he encouraged all 
around him and set the highest 
example by his own outstand¬ 
ing leadership, courage and 
conduct throughout the inci¬ 
dent. His performance was a 
major contributory factor in 
saving life and preventing the 
loss of the tanker.’’ 

Seven fire fighters who 
played leading roles in the 
operation were commended by 
the Commander-in-Chief Fleet 
for courage and fortitude — in 
the finest traditions of the 
Service.

Communications 

Tins continues to be my problem branch with a dangerous short¬ 
age of RQ(T)s and, particularly. RO(G)s, There are many gaps at 
sea. and ships in refit/build will only gel their complement at the last 
possible moment. Notice-giving remains high, but on the bright Side 
recruiting has been relatively good. Nevertheless DNR is always 
seeking volunteers for some up-homers time in Recruiting Offices 
around the country, 

COs/XOs/SCOs f know you are short of people, but please 
spare men for this valuable task whenever you can. DNR’s travel 
budget will pay! That said, it is obviously more important to keep 
the men that we have and we are doing our best to improve the lot of 
the Communicator. Several radical changes have been proposed, but 
this is not the place to publish them. 

To help the men, we do have a small overbearing of WROs. No — 
they are not taking your shore jobs! Every man is entitled 10 a 
Minimum Time Ashore (MTA), which increases in direct propor¬ 
tion to bot h length of service at sea and seniority. For example, after 
a two-and-a-half year sea draft a CRS can expect a minimum of 
eighteen months ashore, an RS 15 months, an LRO(G) twelve 
months and an RG(G) six months — so you can see the obvious 
advantages of promotion. 

This scale is exactly the same across the hoard in all branches of 
the Navy, and most categories actually achieve much more time 
ashore than the minimum. 1 cannot break your MTA unless you 
volunteer ton your DPC) lo forego some of your shore time to get 
your sea preference.

Missile Senior Rate numbers overall are almost up to strength, 
although there is still a shortage of CFOs; gapping, nonetheless, is 
minimal. At LS(M) level, however, there remains a problem. 
Despite the recent reduction of a total of 24 billets in Type 22 Batch 
II and III Frigates, the Sea:Shore ratio remains high. 

At present there are insufficient men available for sea service 
having achieved their Minimum Time Ashore (MTA) so some dilu- 
tion of LS>(M) billets at sea by AB(M)s has become inevitable. 

Seamen 

The recent announcement making ail CBM billets in Destroyers 
and Frigates (except Captain D/F Ships) into PO(Sea) billets has 
meant that the manpower books at senior rate level are now almost 
balanced. There continue to be sufficient candidates for sideways 
entry at Leading Seaman level, but at the Senior Rale level it 
remains in abeyance tor the forseeable future. Overall the branch is 
maturing nicely. 

Calling Wrens (Radar) and 
(WA)s 

Do you fancy a job out-of-branch' for a hi tie while? Draft y can 
often satisfy this wish. For instance, a Wren(A) is currently em¬ 
ployed m a billet m a certain area of Scotland with the chance of 
driving various vehicles from Fork-lift trucks to Passers’ lorries! 
This came about because Drafty was able lo use her out-of-branch 
for a limited period and was aware of her wish for a change from 
Weapon Analysing. 


branch to hitting the Fleet as an AC 

# A number of ratings fail or remove themselves from course after 
being transferred and arc returned to their source branch. 

Thus the Radar Rating with a Helicopter Control Adqual is, and 
will remain, a very important person. However, the numbers of 
Helicopter Controllers available to Drafty are dwindling for various 
reasons: some have relinquished the ADQUAL, some have left the 
Service and some have been promoted. 

Helicopter Controllers were always a small category and the pool 
is becoming smaller. However, we still need ratings with the 
ADQUAL and the idea that HCs are no longer required because of 
the arrival of the AC Branch is totally wrong. Any rating who wants 
to gain the HC Adqual can still do so. 

The old system whereby all Leading Seaman (Radar) career course 
candidates w'erc sent for the HC Aptitude Test nm scrapped but 
there is nothing to stop a Petty officer. Acting Petty Officer, Leading 
Seaman or Acting Leading Seaman taking the Aptitude Test and. if 
successful, then taking the HC Course. Simply forward a C240 to 
Centurion — Drafty will fake it from there. 

In my last article, attention was drawn to FTM 288/83, which 
gave Commanding Officers the opportunity to recommend suitable 
AB(R)s for the Helicopter Control Course. To dale there is only one 
LAI NCR> in the Fleet carrying out HC duties. This FTM has been re¬ 
issued as I suspect that there is more talent about. So, any AB(R) 
who wants an exciting job at the sharp end and a hook on his arm 
should have a read, then front up to his DO with a request form. 

Schemes of Complement 

Drafty will only pul a certain type of man into your ship if that 
certain type of man appears in your Scheme of Complement (SOC). 
For sea service, he w ill also do his best to ensure that the man carries 
out all the right PJTs to prepare him for the job. 


Regulating 

MAA still have a. (relatively) high Sea:Shore ratio, and many of 
the MAAs selected lor 2GE this Summer turned it down. As a result, 
about a quarter of the MAA that we have at the moment will be 
leaving the Service within the next 18 months — so promotion 
prospects for RPs are good! About a quarter of MAA serv ing at sea 
are LA/M A A and this trend will continue 

Volunteers to fill these billets are required from RPOs with three 
years seniority, who have been recommended by a Reg Branch 
Officer and have completed the SRPQC — applications by C240, 
please. Promotion boards place great emphasis on reports from sea 
and I am exploring every avenue to get more RPOs to sea. 

Two of the RPOs filling LReg billets in Captain D/F ships join 
this month, and the third later this year. 1 am also try ing to get an 
additional RPO into CVS/LPD to assist the WO(MAA) carry out his 
Whole Ship Co-ordinator function — can anybody offer me a 'com¬ 
pensating reduction' of three PQs?! 

The RPOs’ roster is currently three years two months and reduc¬ 
ing. LRegs are reminded that, if they would like an LFS draft then 
they must first complete a sea draft, so the sooner you get to sea the 
better your chances. Pm also short of LWren Regs —is there any girl 
out there who has considered a career as a Service Policeman?! 


Sonar 


There remains a shortage of PO(S) and gapping of selected ASWD 
billets continues, I am still short of LS(S) who are both passed for 
PO and have sufficient time left to serve to allow them to be drafted 
to the Qualifying Course, On a brighter note, the recent WPE results 
were encouraging — 8 passes. B! 3s and drafts to Qualifying Courses 
should soon be in the post, 

1 am using the occasional CTO(S) to fill a PQ(S) sea billet and 
there will soon be an opportunity for PO(R)(ADAWS) to volunteer 
to fill ASWD billets in some Type 42s; this is not a lurk but a 'mind- 
broadening' career enhancing move for the ambitious man. An FTM 
will be issued shortly promulgating details of PJTs and employment. 
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HMJ II Drafty Ifoh the Ops Branch / 


Another Wren is currently louring the country with the RN Pre¬ 
sentation Team. Wrens are not always limited lo the jobs within 
their branch and, although always governed by the need to fill 
'proper’ branch billets. Drafty can often meet overall Service re¬ 
quirements by employing a Wren outside her branch, but not for too 
long — we don't want you to lose your skills! 

So, if you are a lady with a desire for adventure, let Drafty know r 
by submitting a C240, simply stating 'A non-radar (or WAJ job for a 
limited period'. Don’t forget to indicate any special skills that you 
may have. Are there any Female HGV3 drivers out there? 

EW 

Little has changed except that, following an internal shuffle. EW 
Drafting has now been incorporated into the Missile and Seaman 
Drafting Desk. 1 am still short of LS(EW), and there is plenty of 
dilution at sea. More WPE passes please! 

Divers 

1 am still looking for SAT DIVER volunteers at AB(D) and LS(D) 
levels. Do note however that those who qualify will have to give a 
three year return of service (BR 8784 Article 0217 refers). There are 
also opportunities for a three year secondment to the SBS, provi¬ 
ding that you can pass the initial selection test. 

Finally, 1 am looking for LS(D) volunteers to fill two new billets 
which have been created in Gibraltar. Eighteen months fun in the 
sun for the single men or two-and-a-half years if you go married 
accompanied. 

MW 

While the shortage of PO(MW) exists it becomes increasingly 
difficult to spare senior rates for the attractive billets with RNR 
Units, ARE Establishments and TAMAR. As with the sonar men, 
but more so with the MW. I am using CPOs lo rill PO billets at sea 
to avoid gapping. This is in addition to the loan of Australian 
PQ(MW) and some of our own PO(R). 

PT 

We are still very short of LPTs and LWPTs in shore establish¬ 
ments, In order to gel more 1 Pis ashore, four POPTs will shortly be 
going to sea in LPT billets. We are also being lent five Corporal PTIs 
from the Royal Marines to replace LPTs aL sea, mainly (but not 
entirely) in ships with RM detachments. 

They should have all joined their ships by the middle of the year 
and this scheme will continue until we have got our numbers right. 
This action wall result in an improved Sea:Shore ratio for LPTs. 

Helicopter Controllers 

The Aircraft Control Branch remains in its infancy. There are 
currently some 11 LACs out in the Fleet in proper AC billets but it 
has to be appreciated that the remainder of the Fleet's Aircraft 
Control capability is still being provided by Radar Ratings with the 
Helicopter Control Adqual, J suspect that this will continue for some 
considerable time because: 

# After an initial rush of ratings requesting transfer to the AC 
Branch the number of applications has reduced. 

# Although lhere are ratings on the waiting list to transfer there is 
the inherent problem of relieving those ratings at sea so that they 
can be transferred to the new r branch. 

#The training time to produce a qualified AC is lengthy. There is, 
therefore, a long time between a rating transferring from his parent 


It is therefore vital that your SOC is up-to-date. Does the 
WO(MAA) of CVS really have to do a SMAC 230 (Flight Deck 
Officers 1 Course Single Helo Op Ships)? 1 suspect not! Is vour ship 
about to change from 2016 Sonar to 2050? Unless your SOC is 
changed in good time you will get a man trained on the wrong set. 
We draft at least five months ahead, so we think at least six months 
ahead, so you must think at least seven months ahead. The proce¬ 
dure for SOC amendments is to make application to DNMP, 
through Administrative Authorities (ie through Captain D/F to 
C1NCFLEET to DNMP). 

Nl Royal Marines Wrens 
Support 

From time to time one of the Royal Marine Commandos takes up 
duties in Northern Ireland. When this happens WRNS Junior rat¬ 
ings are required to deploy with them and assist with general duties 
in support . The job is interesting, varied and very rewarding. Rat¬ 
ings are selected from volunteers so if you w ish to be considered 
forward a C240 asking for *NI RM WRNS SUPPk 

Extension of Active Service 

Drafty often gets enquiries about 'Extended Service 5 and it is 
apparent that there is confusion between Extended Service and 
Extension of Active Serv ice. BR 8748 Article 0206 covers Extended 
Service, whilst Extensions of Acti ve Serv ice Engagements is covered 
by BR 8748 Article 0205 and is important to those ratings serving 
on regular engagements who, for various reasons, wish an extension 
of up to twelve months. For example: 

PRVT Course. Ratings serving abroad or in a sea-gomg ship can 
apply for an extension of up to 28 days in order to complete their 28 
day PRVT Course before starting terminal leave providing: 
#They were accepted for the course while at sea or abroad. 
#The delay in their availability is due to Service requirements. 
#The course starts before the end of their engagement. 

Reid Gun. Ratings on shore service may apply for an extension to 
take part in special events such as The Field Gun or Bisky, 

Volunteers lo Complete a Deployment. Ratings whose current en¬ 
gagements render them unable to complete the normal period of sea 
service may request an extension for the requisite period. This 
includes deployments. 

Ratings on LFS. Ratings whose current engagement expires before 
they have completed their period overseas may volunteer to remain 
overseas to complete their final tour. 

Shortages. There are shortages in specific rating categories and 
branches. Suitable volunteers may request for an extension. Re¬ 
quests for extensions from ratings serving on LS5 or 20E engage¬ 
ments will only be considered in cases of extreme shortage, 

'Bad* Time. Ratings who have forfeited pensionable service may 
request to extend their service for the period required to qualify for 
a pension or gratuity. 

Form S6L with the Commanding Officer’s recommendation, 
should be forwarded to HMS CENTURION for approval except for 
‘Bad’ time cases, which can be approved by Commanding Officers' 
themselves,

MUCH-TRAVELLED HMS Ariadne, the Iasi steam- 
powered ship to be built for the Royal Navy, now 
belongs to the Dartmouth Training Squadron, with the 
task of giving young men their first taste of service at 
sea. 


This month the Ariadne 
sets off with the Training 
Squadron on a six month 
round-the-world deploy¬ 
ment which is likely to take 
in calls to Djibouti, Singa¬ 
pore, Hong Kong. Inchon, 
Tokyo. the Aleutian 
Islands, Vancouver, San 
Dtcgo. Acapulco, the Baha¬ 
mas. Bermuda and the 
Azores be lore returning to 
Portsmouth in mid-July. 

BuiEt by Yarrow's at Glas¬ 
gow. ihe Ariadne was launched 
on September 10 1971 — the 
last of the Navy's Leander class 
frigates — and commissioned 
on February 10, 1973. 

Cod War 

She spent the first two years 
of a varied career at opposite 
ends ofthe world. Firstly on Ice¬ 
land patrol during the Cod 
War, then on deployment to 
the Far East in 1974. 

After her first refit in 1976 
the Ariadne visited South 
America, returning home for 
the 1977 Silver Jubilee Spith- 
ead Review and then heading 
back to die sun to take up duty 
as Belize Guardship. 

The following year saw the 
Ariadne's first visit to her 
adopted town of Scunthorpe: 
exercises in the Mediterranean 
and North Atlantic: and an¬ 
other trip to Scunthorpe before 
her next major refit, which took 
place in Gibraltar in 1980. 

Busy Ariadne was on patrol 
around the Falkland Islands 
just prior to the conflict in 
1982 and spent most ofthe fol¬ 


lowing year as Gibraltar 
Guardship. 

A globe trotter par excel¬ 
lence, the Ariadne was at Port 
Canaveral to witness the 
launching of the space shuttle 
Challenger: she was assisting 
with the distribution of relief 
supplies a ft e r ft o od s \ n 
Jamaica: and she sailed north 
to shadow Russian forces. 

Armilla 

In E987, at short notice, the 
frigate deployed to the Persian 
Gulf for an Armilla Patrol and 
in two months accompanied 
more than two million tonnes 
of merchant shipping through 
the Straits of Hormuz, 

When the Ariadne emerged 
from her next major refit in 
April the ship’s company was 
reduced in number to enable 
her to carry out her new rote as 
Dartmouth Training Ship 

She sailed with HMS Intrep¬ 
id and HMS Achilles on the 
Autumn deployment to the 
Mediterranean, helping young 
trainee officers to turn the 
theoretical knowledge gained at 
Dartmouth into practice at sea. 

This is just another facet in 
the career of the Ariadne — 
truly one of the Royal Navy's 
work horses. 

% On her return from the Med 
at the end ol November, cracks 
requiring welding were disco¬ 
vered in the Ariadne's mortar 
magazine. It was decided the 
best way to clear the magazine 
was through the barrel and 37 
mortar bombs were fired into 
the Portsmouth Exercise Area 
in just 23 minutes! 


IN Greek mythology 
Ariadne was the daughter of 
Minos, King of Crete, who 
married Theseus, the hero 
of Attica, on his return from 
slaying the Minotaur. 

Abandoned on the island 
of Naxos, Ariadne was dis¬ 
covered by the god Bacchus 
who, captivated by her 


beauty, persuaded her to 
marry him and gave her a 
wedding crown of seven 
stars. 

After her death she was 
given a place among the 
gods and her wedding 
crown was made into a con¬ 
stellation.

What’s in 
the name? 


FOUR frigates, a cruiser and a fast minelayer have borne the name HMS Ariadne — dating 
back to December 1776 when a sixth rate frigate of 432 tons and 20 guns was launched at 
Chatham, 


The first Ariadne saw action 
off the Leeward Islands, St. 
Lucia, Hyeres, Flamborough 
Head and Ostend before being 
sold in August 1814. 

The name was earned on two 
years later by an almost identi¬ 
cal frigate which was uprated to 
26 guns in 1820 before seeing 
service around the Cape of 
Good Hope and in the 
Mediterranean. 

Ariadne the third was a 
screw-driven frigate of 3,214- 
tons and 26 guns, launched at 
Deptford in E859. destined to 
serve in North America and the 
West Indies. 

She became a tender to the 
Torpedo School at Vernon in 
1871 and was renamed 
Actaeon in 1905. 

The fourth HALS. Ariadne 
was a first class cruiser of 


1 1,000 tons, with 16 inch guns 
and a speed of 20 knots. 

She took part in the Venc- 
zualan blockade in 1902 before 
joining the Reserve Division, 
Converted into a minelayer in 
1917, she was sunk by a subma¬ 
rine on July 26 that year. 

The previous HMS Anande 
was a fast minelayer of 2.650 
tons, armed with four 4in. guns 
and eleven anti-aircraft guns. 
She was launched at Glasgow 
in 1943. 

The following year she was in 
action at Leyte Gulf. Her Com¬ 
manding O ffi cer, Ca p t Lo rd 
Ashbourne, controlled the land¬ 
ing of Allied Forces on Pegun 
Island, north of Dutch New 
Guinea. 

In 1947 the Ariadne returned 
to the United Kingdom for re¬ 
fit. but spent the rest of her ca¬ 


reer in reserve at Devonport, 
She was placed on the Disposal 
List in 1963 and broken up at 
Dalmuir and Troon in 1965. 

The Ariadne's motto — Swift 
and Fearless — dates from the 
wartime fast minelayer; the 
speed of this class of warship 
was reputed lo be in excess of 
40 knots. 

Battle honours: St Lucia 
1778, Leyte Gulf 1944.

Poll Tax —why 
not one charge? 

I WAS stationed at HMS Gannet when the poll tax was 
introduced in Scotland. Now in England l am hearing the 
same arguments and discussions about who will pay what as 
t heard a year previously. 

The ramifications of ihe implementation of the Community 
Charge must have produced a whole assortment of information. 
Could this information not now be made available to the rest of the 
Fleet? 

Furthermore, since al! Servicemen are subject to turbulence and 
may not stay in the same area for longer than two years, would it not 
be possible for HMS Centurion to act as the central payer of the 
charge? The rate could be determined by averaging the amount for 
all the areas where the Navy has an interest. 

Extra paperwork 

This would reduce the need to change direct debits from council 
to council, which would be beneficial to all parties. It would remove 
the additional paperwork generated for personnel going on draft, 
and also reduce the extra paperwork generated by councils chasing 
ratings for the charge, and even contacting the Sendee to find out 
who is where. 

J realise we are all masters of our own affairs but think that for 
this charge a reduction in required paperwork would be beneficial to 
both the rating and the Navy, — P*M. Doyle* CPOAEA(R), HMS

# MOD said that information on the Community Charge had been 
gathered from a variety of sources, including experience in Scotland 
and discussions with the Department of the Environment.

“In consequence the Government decided there should be no 
special treatment for the Services.”

REGARDING the future of the Steward branch (letters, November), if the LAEM(M) 
correspondent feds that placing contract catering on board HM ships would release more 
billets for technical ratings, we are somewhat confused to say the least. 


Removing ratings from one 
branch and replacing them with 
civilians is not going to assist 
with a shortage in technical 
sections. 

In a wartime situation a civil¬ 
ian would have the opportunity 
to leave the ship and not be 
involved in any possible action. 

The idea of stewards only 
being involved in the First Aid 
Team is totally wrong. Every 
man on board is a potential 
leader of damage control, fire 
fighting or first aid and this in¬ 
cludes the steward. Training 
within the Royal Navy makes 
this possible. It is within the 
realms of all individuals, re¬ 
gardless of branch or specialisa¬ 
tion* to tackle these tasks. This 
is why in wartime situations 
the steward plays as big a pan 
in damage control as any other 
branch. 

Remember in a real situation 
any person could be called on 
to perform any role and this 
certainly includes the steward. 
Our roles are varied and in¬ 
clude Eight deck officer, ship’s 
demolition party, and cleansing 
and decontamination teams. So 
don't think the steward is only 
good for casualties. 


Finally LAEM(M) should re¬ 
member that the steward is a 
member of a team who plays 
his or her part whether ashore, 
at sea, in war or otherwise. So 
don’t knock us; we are here to 
stay. — Steward Instructors, 
HMS Raleigh,

One small step for LS Diver Rex Turnbull (left) marked 
the end of six years 1 slog for HMS Challenger. 

For as the first to emerge from the Seabed Operations Ves¬ 
sel’s diving bell, 1,000 ft. down off the coast of Norway, he was 
signalling the end of a series of trials that means the ship can 
now explore any part of the continental shelf. 

It was the first time the Navy had dived in saturation to such a 
depth from a Royal Navy vessel not at anchor — thanks to 
Challenger’s unique dynamic positioning system which enables 
her to keep on station over any given point. 

Earlier, at Invergorden, the ship’s nine man team had worked 
up — or rather down — from a series of ‘bounce’ dives, another 
technique used only by the Navy which allows rapid pressurisa- 
tion and depressurisation between descents. 

Shifting operations to Byfjorden near Bergen (above) they 
embarked on an epic 17-day dive working alongside the Norwe¬ 


gian Diving Support Vessel Seaway Pelican. 

“It was particularly gratifying for the crew to see how well the 
Norwegians responded to them and to the ship,” commented 
Challenger’s public relations officer Lieut Alan Trevarthen. 

“Although we are relative newcomers to modern saturation 
diving operations they saw we have a very capable system 
which has made an impressive start* 1 ’ 

Now that two of the ship’s ’seabed intervention' systems — 
the saturation diving complex and the manned submersible LR5 
— are fully operational, all are looking forward to testing what is 
undoubtedly the most exciting of the whole suite. 

This is the towed unmanned submersible (TUM) which can 
dive to 6,000 metres — the height, Lieut. Trevarthen points out, 
of “a respectable Himalayan mountain 1 ’*

The bad weather meant a 
boat could not be launched 
and members of the Upton’s 
company were forced to en¬ 
ter the sea, being battered 
against the ship’s side and 
constantly swamped by 
waves and diesel fuel, as 
they carried out the rescue. 

Lieut. Haycock coordinat¬ 
ed the operation. An hour 
into the rescue he realised a 
survivor and a ship’s swim¬ 
mer were in such a poor 
state they needed further 
help. 

With little regard to his 



own safety he went in, aided 
only by a safety line and life¬ 
jacket. There is no doubt 
that his selfless action 
saved both men.

SCOTLAND’S strategic 
importance, conditions of

The Scottish Navy 

— is it becoming a reality? 



Q. There seems to be a grow¬ 
ing perception of the strategic 
importance of Scotland to the 
Royal Navy in particular and 
the Western Alliance in gen¬ 
eral. Is there indeed a gravita¬ 
tional pull away from the Ser¬ 
vice’s more traditional, 
southern roots, and if so is 
this realignment likely to 
develop further? 

Because of advances in ships’ 
weapons systems, NATO’s 
maritime arm has in the past 
few years been able to articu¬ 
late with greater clarity how it 
would conduct forward defence 
in a Norwegian Sea campaign. 

The Supreme Allied Com¬ 
mander Atlantic has said that 
forward defence is his best 
option, therefore Scotland, 
with two major bases — at 
Rosyth and Faslane, provides 
the major part of NATO’s for¬ 
ward maritime support. 

Further north there are about 
12 national and NATO stores, 
fuel and ammunition depots. In 
addition there are maritime air 
bases here; F1MS Gannet, the 
naval air station at Prestwick; 
and many natural harbours and 
other items of infrastructure 
which we can improvise in time 
of tension or war. 

All this provides a tiered 
capability — forward repair 
bases, forward support bases 
and our main support bases in 
central Scotland, which taken 
together put us in an important 
strategic position. 

Q. How well is the Scottish 
Command, and the Navy in 
general, succeeding in pre¬ 
senting the prospect of ser¬ 
vice north of the border as at¬ 
tractive for personnel, many 
of whom are southern orien¬ 
tated? 

I don’t believe we are suc¬ 
ceeding sufficiently in empha¬ 
sising the advantages of service 
in Scotland, but they are clear 
to those members of the Royal 
Navy who come from the 
North of England and Scotland 
itself. 

In the case of southerners, 
it’s often a major domestic 
upheaval for men and their 
families to move north, but 
once they have served in Scot¬ 
land they are very happy to 
continue here, and I know of 
dozens of people who have had 
that experience — in fact. I’m 
one. 

There are many, many things 
which a young family can enjoy 
in Scotland — Glasgow and 
Edinburgh are two major cities 
which have fine, cultural bases; 
there are all the outdoor facili¬ 
ties one could want — moun¬ 
tain walking, sailing, skiing, 
fishing, inexpensive golf, and 
fine holiday facilities. The 
quality of life in Scotland is 
good; it’s less crowded than the 
South and most refreshing after 
a period of service in, say, 
Hampshire or London. 

Q. In the knowledge that 
home ownership by naval per¬ 
sonnel has risen in recent 
years, have any special 
efforts been made to lessen 
the difficulties which some 
may have on draft from homes 
in the South, with particular 
reference to Community 
Charge and the separation 
problem? 

On the question of home 
ownership, one significant 


achievement has been im¬ 
proved Disturbance Allowance 
which was part of the 
allowances review package. In 
any event, there are extensive 
married quarters estates in Fas¬ 
lane and Rosyth and it is not 
difficult to obtain a respectable 
quarter in either place. 

The review of allowances has 
been instrumental in helping 
men on separated service or 
who are mobile as they now 
have very generous warrant al¬ 
location when serving in ships. 
But separation is undoubtedly 
a problem; Scotland is a very 
long way from the South Coast 
and for this reason among 
others I encourage people to 
move with their families to en¬ 
joy life in Scotland and save 
themselves the hassle of long 
journeys. 

It is interesting to note that 
recently one Rosyth-based 
Type 42 had 25 men join when 
she returned from a period of 
service in the Middle East. All 
of them were Rosyth preferees 
— and not necessarily Scots. 

Q. The build-up of the Trident 
facility will bring more person¬ 
nel north. Are there any other 
developments or changes en¬ 
visaged for the next few years 
involving ships or bases and 
which are likely to affect the 
manpower situation? 

Increased numbers at the 
Clyde Submarine Base will pre¬ 
sent considerable challenges, 
particularly over provision of 
suitable accommodation. At 


Rosyth new facilities are being 
constructed to refit Trident 
vessels as well as other nuclear 
and conventional submarines. 
This is an earnest of our inten¬ 
tion to go on using both Scot¬ 
tish bases. 

At the same time there is a 
shortage of shore billets — in¬ 
frastructure billets — at Rosyth 
and I am very keen to encour¬ 
age the movement of some 
training facilities north to pro¬ 
vide a balance of sea and shore 
occupation up here. To this end 
I am negotiating with Com- 
mander-in-Chief Naval Home 
Command and the Ministry of 
Defence. 

Q. Most of the surface war¬ 
ships based in Scotland are 
mine countermeasures ves¬ 
sels and fishery protection 
ships. In some quarters these 
are seen as forming the least 
glamorous side of naval ser¬ 
vice, with few foreign visits 
and long periods at sea in 
hulls tossed by cold, grey, 
home waters. How accurate is 
that picture? 

It’s very much overstated. 
Ships’ companies of small ves¬ 
sels are enthusiastic volunteers 
who take great pride in their 
professional skills, and possess 
a particular toughness which 
enables them to serve success¬ 


fully in those ships. 

Members of the Fishery Pro¬ 
tection Squadron in particular 
have a shorter sea draft than 
others, reflecting the arduous 
nature of their working life. 

The small ships are based lar¬ 
gely in Scotland because the 
River Forth is particularly suit¬ 
able for their training, but we 
do try to get them away for a 
foreign visit each year and the 
mine countermeasures vessels 
in particular have had some 
very wide-ranging cruises in The 
past 12 months. This is a pat¬ 
tern we hope to continue. 

Of particular note is the Gulf 
standby force of MCMVs — 
there’s a team away now con¬ 
ducting visits in the Mediter¬ 
ranean. In addition the Ton- 
class ships of the Third MCM 
Squadron will be going down to 
Gibraltar. 

Q. To a large degree major es¬ 
tablishments of the Royal 
Navy are relatively modern 
features on the map of Scot¬ 
land. Does the lack of a centu¬ 
ries-old association with the 
Service have an impact of 
community relations? 

Rosyth Naval Base was con¬ 
structed for the First World 
War and played an important 
part in the Second; now we are 
the closest naval base to the 
Norwegian Sea. 

Added to that, the major part 
of the Scottish population live 
around the coast of their 
country and fishing is one of 
their major industries. People 


here understand the sea and its 
value, and I meet with a lot of 
understanding and sympathy 
for the aims of the Royal Navy. 

My experience of the Scots is 
that if you are enjoying the 
benefits of living in their 
country you are made most 
welcome. The English sailors 
up here do get their legs pulled, 
but so do Scots living in Eng¬ 
land. 

Q. There has been much 
speculation on new roles for 
women in the Navy as well as 
other armed services. As Flag 
Officer of a “sharp-end” Com¬ 
mand, do you feel that the op¬ 
tions are open for increased 
integration of the WRNS in 
Scottish-based units? 

We employ a large number of 
WRNS in Scotland already — 
at Faslane and Rosyth. Some of 
these are working very much in 
close association with the front 
line, and I see opportunities for 
wider employment of Wrens in 
Scottish jobs, possibly asso¬ 
ciated with non-combat, front¬ 
line units. 

Q. In recent years increased 
emphasis has been placed on 
the role of the Royal Naval 
Reserve. How important is the 
participation of the RNR in 
your Command and how well 
do its members match up to

Hover giant will 

be the museum 

star 


Wizard response 
wins EW wand 


THE GIANT 50-ton BH 7 
hovercraft has been saved 
from the scrapyard and is 
destined to become the star 
exhibit in a proposed hover¬ 
craft museum in Gosport. 
Hampshire. 

The engineless 78ft. long ho¬ 
vercraft was towed across the 
Solent from East Cowes to 
HMS Daedalus, the Royal Na¬ 
val Air Station at Lee-on- 
Solent, where it will be stored 
and refurbished while a site is 
located for the hovercraft 
museum. 

Built at Cowes in 1969, the 
giant BH 7 was operated by the 
Royal Navy at Daedalus as part 
of the Interservice Hovercraft 
Trials Unit Heel. 

Twenty years later, still in 
her military colours, the retired 
hovercraft has returned, after a 
lifetime of invaluable evalua¬ 
tions and trials in a number of 
roles. Major detachments were 
undertaken to the Arctic and 
America, 



FIRST winner of a trophy for excellence in 
electronic warfare effectiveness is the 
Royal Naval EW Operational Support Es¬ 
tablishment (RNEWOS) at RAF Wyton. 

The wand-like trophy, donated by the United 
Kingdom Chapter of the Electronic Defence As* 
sociation, will be awarded annually to the EW 
team judged to have made the biggest single 
contribution to EW effectiveness during the 
year. 

The winners also receive £50 towards the 
purchase of EW books, equipment or software. 

RNEWOS is a small, isolated unit which has 
overcome a nine month backlog in processing 
data from the Fleet, despite staff shortages, 
and can now respond to ships within a week or 
two. 

The data base has been re-written within the 
last 12 months and the publications provided 


for the Fleet have been revised and reproduced 
in a much-improved format. 

Specially tailored EW briefs are provided for 
ships in addition to supplying information to the 
MOD Procurement Executive and to industry to 
help in the development of new equipment. 

Initiative 

Although the establishment's computer sys¬ 
tem was only designed to support six EW out¬ 
fits, through initiative and skill it can support the 
19 now in ships and aircraft. 

Runners-up in the competition were the Type 
42 destroyer HMS Birmingham and the Leander 
class frigate HMS Danae.

their RN colleagues when they 
are required to augment the 
regulars? 

Their contribution is most 
important. We have four sea 
training centres in Scotland 
plus two HQ units, and 1 see a 
lot of what they do both in 
terms of their own training and 
when they are acting more di¬ 
rect ly in support of the Royal 
Navy. 

My HQ cannot function in 
an operational sense without 
the support of the Reserves, 
large numbers of whom are 
called in to help man ihe head¬ 
quarters during exercises. 

Similarly, the sea training 
centres provide minesweepers 
which contribute to our NATO 
activities, and they train then- 
own people. When I visit RNR 
Divisions I'm very impressed 
bv the enthusiasm and quality 
which 1 find there. Bearing in 
mind how little opportunity 
they have to train compared 
with the professionals, the stan¬ 
dards they achieve are remar¬ 
kably high. 

As far as RNR recruiting is 
concerned, here, too. we are 
better placed than the .South. 
Some Divisions have trouble in 
filling their quotas, but t think 
all Ihe sea training centres are 
in good shape and well up to 
establishment. 

Also worthy of mention are 
members of the RNXS who 


man the many port headquar¬ 
ters around our coast. They arc 
an immensely dedicated group 
of people who do a most impor¬ 
tant job. 

Q, Provision of amenities is a 
growth industry throughout 
the UK. In Scotland, a natural 
playground for the outdoor 
sportsman, is the Navy pro- 
viding sufficient avenues for 
its hard-working personnel to 
take full advantage of their 
leisure? 


Cochrane. Rosyth has good 
sports fields, while the facilities 
ai what was once HMS Caledo¬ 
nia are shit at our disposal 

In addition we hope that the 
China Fleet Club will have 
funds available to provide a 
new facility at Rosyth — a go 11 
driving range, a bowling alley 
and dry ski slope.

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Manpower in 
focus for 
new decade 


AS THE 1980s slip into history and a new 
decade dawns, a few thoughts on change and 
challenge may be in order. 

On a day-to-day basis the past year has 
seen a continued all-embracing spread of RN 
activity h involving — among much more — 
commitments in spots like the Guff (despite 
lessening of tension) and the Falklands; major 
participation in NATO and other operations 
and exercises; Submarine Flotilla activity rang¬ 
ing from the Arctic to the South Atlantic; 
fishery protection and MCM work; survey 
duties; and Fleet Air Arm operations in plenty. 

The places visited by RN ships were many 
and varied, most noteworthy perhaps being 
Leningrad behind the iron Curtain (as then 
was), where the Dartmouth Training Squadron 
called. 

Meanwhile much hardware, including new 
vessels, has come into service. Even so, the 
focus switches ever more sharpty on recruiting 
and. above ail, retention. As wastage rates — 
although low by many civilian standards — 
increase, the aim is to develop a package of 
measures to encourage greater continuity of 
service. 

Pattern change 

Largely, the lower manpower levels have 
been planned. In eight years the Navy's man¬ 
power has reduced from 74,500 to 65.000, 
much of it achieved by reducing shore support 
and training. That, in itself, has affected the 
pattern of service, as over the period the sea/ 
shore ratio has changed from 40/60 to 51/49, 
and the teeth/tail ratio from 60/40 to 70/30, 

The target now is to ensure there remains 
enough attraction in the Service, not simply by 
way of pay and allowances, but in general 
conditions which offer an acceptable mix of 
separation and shore service, motivation and 
relaxation, work and play. 

All the indications are that manpower {and 
womanpower?) will set a major challenge in 
the first part of the next decade. While it may 
be unrealistic to expect sweeping benefits to 
descend from the sky, a range of improve¬ 
ments which in totai provide added spice and 
sense of wellbeing to naval live could assume 
considerable significance. 

Meanwhile, to all our readers both inside the 
Service and beyond, including the families, our 
many ex-Service enthusiasts and all other 
well-wishers of the Royal Navy, we send best 
wishes for the first year of the new decade. 


Farewell to the 
wash-day blues 


WHEN thousands of Royal Marine Commandos 
rough it in Norway for weeks on end during Arctic 
warfare training, happiness is dry clothes, a warm 
sleeping bag and hot food.

The problem is washing and 
drying their gear, the current 
range of Arctic clothing includ¬

Return to base — after five 
nights in a lent with tempera¬ 
tures of perhaps 30 degrees C 
below zero — involves a spot of 
weekend dhobying. It means a 
hand wash and erecting drying 
tents or using worn-out 
machines, with the occasional 
item going to a civilian 
laundry. 

Now, however, a touch of the 


mod. cons, ts to make life easi¬ 
er for the Marines, who operate 
in about 30 separate locations, 
many remote and separated by 
hundreds of miles. The Sailors’

College (HMS Thunderer): and 
over £ 19,000 towards a health 
studio at HMS Cochrane (Cale¬ 
donia). 

There was also encourage¬ 
ment for the Navy’s Volunteer 
Bands, a total of £6,200 being 
agreed this year. 

At the Sailors' Fund Grants 
Committee meeting it was re¬ 
ported that the market value of 
the fund’s investment portfolio 
stood at £10,156,000. an in¬ 
crease of more than £250.000 
on the valuation six months’ 
earlier.

HARTLEPOOL is to be the 
permanent home for the 172- 
year-old wooden frigate Fou- 
droyanl. the world's second 
oldest ship still afloat. 

When the Fond recant was 
moved from her mooring in 
Portsmouth Harbour to Hartle¬ 
pool in E987 to await restora¬ 
tion it was hoped she would 
eventually return to Ports¬ 
mouth, fully rigged. 

But Hartlepool has offered 
'an unbeatable" financial 
package and future for the his¬ 
toric frigate and the Fou- 
droyant Trust decided that it 
was m the ship's best interests 
to remain in the North East, 

Teeside Development Cor¬ 
poration and other local 
authorities in the area are con¬ 
tributing up to £2m. towards 
the restoration and making a 
specially-built dry dock avail¬ 
able free of charge for up to ten 
years, 

Foudroyant, originally 
named HMS Trincomalee, was 
built lor the Royal Navy in 
Bombay in 1817. She sailed 
more than 100,000 miles to 
places as far afield as Alaska 
and the Falklands before be¬ 
coming a Navy drill ship in the 
1860's. 

Around the turn of the cen¬ 
tury she was sold and renamed 
Foudroyant to become a youth 
training ship. 

Foudroyant served in this 
role in Falmouth, Milford Ha¬ 
ven and finally Portsmouth, 
where she remained from 1932 
until training ceased in 1986 
and she was moved to Hartle¬ 
pool the following year.

As mentioned briefly last month, Battleaxe held her rededication cere¬ 
mony in the presence of Lady Callaghan who, as the wife of the then 
Prime Minister, launched the ship in 1977. Lord Callaghan accompanied 
his wife and they met many of the 400 guests of the ship's company. 


The rededication cake was cut by Mrs. Julia Gordon Lennox, wife of the 
commanding officer, Cdr. Andrew Gordon Lennox, and JS(EW) Matthew 
Beavers, using a replica of the battleaxe wielded by Robert the Bruce at 
Bannockburn in 1314.

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WHAT THE VALET SAW 


FEW men who joined the Roy¬ 
al Navy to see the world can 
have seen quite as much of it 
as CPO William Evans during 
his decade in the service of 
Mountbatten. 

Steward Evans was poached 
from the Royal Yacht Britannia by 
Mountbatten and appointed Head 
of his Naval Retinue when Lord 
Louis became Chief of the UK 
Defence Staff. 

For the next ten years the author 
remained just a footstep away from 
Mountbatten as he travelled from Bal¬ 
moral to Bangkok, taking part in the 
great ceremonies of state, parleying 
with world leaders and representing 


the Crown. 

It was all a long way from Evans’ 
humble background and the book 
conveys his pride at being admitted to 
such elevated circles. 

But although the events took place 
in the 1960s, they smack of an earlier 
era altogether: a time when people 
knew their place and men like Lord 
George Brown did not have the audac¬ 
ity to become Foreign Secretary; a 
time before VIPs intruding in paradise 
on earth were jostled by package holi¬ 
day makers. 

With only 12 minutes set aside for 
Mountbatten to bathe and change, it 
was in the cause of efficiency that 
Evans should test the bathwater with 
a special thermometer before his gen¬ 
tleman stepped in — but it’s redolent 


of “Upstairs, Downstairs” all the 
same. 

The author describes a “charming” 
Christmas scene at Broadlands as 
staff and tenants filed past the 
assembled Mountbatten clan. Did 
they tug their forelocks? 

One cannot help but admire Mount- 
batten’s ability to get things done, but 
his efficiency seems to have been 
counterbalanced by egotism. 

Here was a man who instructed his 
house guests in how to eat pears and 
strawberries! 

Tireless himself, Mountbatten 
would brook no weakness in his staff. 
Apparently, he sensed Evans was on 
the verge of a breakdown, but did 
nothing to avert the danger. Where is 
the efficiency in losing so loyal and 


able a right-hand-man for want of giv¬ 
ing him a holiday? But Evans doesn’t 
mean to bleat. 

Ever forgiving of his “betters”, he 
can laud the magnificence of the 
presidential palace in Delhi only 
pages before he lambasts Haile 
Selassie’s ostentation. 

He tells us without irony that the 
fox-hunting Royals take part “for the 
pleasure of the riding and the exer¬ 
cise. They never participate in any 
way in the killing of a fox”. 

My Mountbatten Years — In the Ser¬ 
vice of Lord Louis is as revealing of its 
author as of Mountbatten, but none 
the worse for that. An entertaining 
read, it is published by Headline at 
£11.95 hardback.

ONE of the new San- 
down Class mine- 
hunters is to be the 
Royal Navy’s third 
Cromer. 

Her equipment will 
be of the latest sophis¬ 
tication — an advance 
on the standard Oro- 
pesa gear borne by the 
previous Bangor class 
Cromer. 

But this was made re¬ 
dundant when she was 
carrying out a number of 
sweeps one day in 1941. 
An unknown but menac¬ 
ing object which came to 
the surface was identified 
after consultation with 
HMS Vernon as one of the 
new magnetic mines. 

In order to recover it in¬ 
tact for inspection the 
First Lieutenant donned 
his bathing trunks and se¬ 
cured a line round the of¬ 
fending object, which the 
Cromer then successfully 
towed into Blackgang 
Chine, Isle of Wight. 

Local writer Adrian 
Vicary describes her role, 
her battle honours at Die¬ 
go Suarez and her tragic 
loss in a minesweeping 
operation off Mersa 
Matrah in November 1942 
in HMS Cromer — The Sto¬ 
ry of the Town’s Name¬ 
sake Ships in the Royal 
Navy. 

Amounting to less than 
50 pages, this book is 
nevertheless beautifully 
written and lovingly com¬ 
piled, a delightful vignette 
of wartime service, enliv¬ 
ened with humour and the 
reminiscences of 
members of her ship’s 
company.

Unfolding of 
U-boat wars 

“THE U-boat wars were not really submarine warfare at all; they were fought by 
submersibles — torpedo boats with the power to dive.” 


Distinguished military 
historian John Terraine sees 
the period of ‘unrestricted’ 
submarine warfare from 
1916-1945 as one unity, a 
unique period of technologi¬ 
cal and scientific advance 
where the grim and testing 
conditions called for the ut¬ 
most courage and endurance 
of boats’ crews on both 
sides. Nothing quite like it 
will ever be seen again. 

What surprised him in his 
study of the subject, which has 
resulted in his magnificent new 
book Business In Great Waters 
— The U-Boat Wars 1916- 
1945, was how tightly the U- 
boats were locked to the surface, 
and he concludes that this was 
what ensured their downfall in 
most cases. 

He concludes: “For as long as 
the people of the British Isles 
depend on the men who go 
down to the sea in ships to do 
business in great waters the sto¬ 
ry of how the U-boats were de¬ 
feated will deserve to be retold.” 

In this book John Terraine 
succeeds triumphantly with an 
in-depth but immensely read¬ 
able analysis, helpfully cross-re¬ 
ferenced, indexed and nicely 
illustrated. 

He describes the action at sea 
and in the air and sets it in the 
appropriate political, military 
and technological contexts. He 
discusses the controversial role 
of the convoy and plots the fas¬ 
cinating ‘chess game’ of the in¬ 
telligence war in which Britain 
held the strongest pieces. 

The U-Boat War In The At¬ 
lantic 1939-1945 published by 
HMSO for the Ministry of De¬ 
fence, is a post-war analysis 
compiled from war diaries and 
other primary sources of the

DYING TO DETECT 
HIS OWN MURDER 

GRABBING the attention from its opening scene, the first of this month’s 
16mm releases is D.O.A., a whodunnit. 


Midnight. A dishevelled man staggers 
along wet, deserted streets and into a 
police station. “Wanna report a murder,” 
he gasps. “Yeah, who got murdered?” 
asks the bored desk sergeant. “I did,” 
comes the reply. 

Eventually we learn that the man (Dennis 
Quaid) has a lethal dose of slow-acting poison 
in his system, and the film tells how he 
spends his few remaining hours trying to dis¬ 
cover who has done this dreadful thing to him. 

A remake of a modest 1949 black-and-white 
thriller, this version is given the works in terms 
of state-of-the-art, razzle dazzle visual tech¬ 
nique by directors Morton and Jankel, makers 
of the Max Headroom series and numerous 
pop promos. 

Charlotte Rampling, in femme fatale mode, 
and Meg Ryan, bright-eyed and all-American, 
respectively hinder and help the stricken 
Quaid during the course of this hyper-active 
movie. 

Time travellers 

For the most part Millennium ignores the diz¬ 
zying paradoxes inherent in the concept of 
time travel and treats the whole business in a 
matter of fact way. People journey back to the 
past as we today might take a trip to Bognor 
Regis. 

The film proposes that snatch squads from 
the future are at work among us, replacing the 
dwindling population of their own epoch. 

Not to cause a “timequake”, they may only 
kidnap people about to die, i.e. passengers on 
doomed airliners. Grizzled Kris Kristofferson 
is the crash investigator who realises some¬ 
thing is amiss, Cheryl Ladd is the beguiling 
representative of things to come. 

It’s a comforting thought, should one be 
overflying the Atlantic in a bumpy Hercules,

that Ms Ladd might any moment come shim¬ 
mering through the time barrier and bear one 
away. 

The ’Burbs introduces the Klopeks to the 
sort of contented community beloved of TV 
soap operas, where no-one ever seems to go 
to work and everyone has constant access to 
everyone else. 

The Klopeks not only refuse to have any¬ 
thing to do with their neighbours, they don’t 
even sweep the front yard! The effect is as if 
Steptoe and Son had moved to Knots Landing. 

Soon the fastidious urbanites are being 
driven to the outer edges of paranoia by the 
uncommunicative newcomers. Tom Hanks 
and Bruce Dern give marvellous comic perfor¬ 
mances as the leading Klopekophobes in this 
offbeat satire. 

Recent video releases include The Adven¬ 
tures of Baron Munchhausen, in which the leg¬ 
endary Baron rides a cannonball, visits the 
Man in the Moon (played by an uncredited 
Robin Williams) and descends into a volcano, 
where he finds Oliver Reed with an “Ee bah 
goom” accent. Sarah Polley appears as the 
most likeable, unsentimental child within re¬ 
cent cinematic history. 

Likewise unsentimental, despite first ap¬ 
pearances, is A Summer Story, in which a city 
gent falls in love with a farm girl, then panics 
as he sees the class gulf yawn between them. 

The film is set in high Edwardian summer, 
with the characters all unaware that it’s com¬ 
ing up to closing time in the gardens of the 
western world. The final scene, a sort of p.s. 
after the slaughter is over, is of considerable 
poignancy.

Sailing: 
plain & 
fancy! 


LOOKING down the 
muzzle of a Soviet gun 
might well be the expec¬ 
tation of any yachtsman 
straying too far during a 
Baltic cruise. 

But not so . . . not since 
glasnost. To prove the point 
we now have a book, the 
like of which could not have 
been imagined only a few 
years ago. 

Roger Foxall’s Sailing to 
Leningrad (Grafton, price 
£16.95) is an account of a Bal¬ 
tic voyage embracing Estonia, 
Latvia, Poland and Russia 
itself. 

The Brits aboard the yacht 
Canna certainly encountered 
“an array of characters and 
quirky officials,” but they also 
enjoyed the camaraderie of fel¬ 
low yachtsmen, as well as the 
fascinating landscapes and en¬ 
thralling architecture. 

Anyone wishing to emulate 
Mr Foxall and his crew might 
have time to delve into a useful 
collection of new boating books 
now available. 

Singlehanded Sailing was 

first published in 1976, but 
much has happened since then, 
and Richard Henderson’s work 
has now been brought up to 
date to cover the whole spec¬ 
trum from coastal pottering to 
ocean travelling. 

The author is an authority on 
his subject and his work, pub¬ 
lished by Adlard Coles at 
£17.95, is a must on the sailor’s 
bookshelf. 

For those undeterred by 
storm horrors on the high seas, 
another useful Adlard Coles 
product is World Cruising Sur¬ 
vey, by Jimmy Cornell (price 
£17.95). 

In this volume nearly 200 
owners and crews of deep-sea 
cruising yachts give their opin¬ 
ions on a wide variety of sub¬ 
jects — including educating the 
children en route. It is all very 
valuable to those who succeed 
in making their dreams come 
true. 

Part of the stuff that dreams 
are made of nowadays is highly 
electrified, introducing the new 
art of pressing buttons. 

For the seas around the 
United Kingdom a great many 
yachtsmen will be using a simi¬ 
lar gadget and will welcome 
Using Your Decca, by Pat 
Langley-Price and Philip Ouvry 
(Adlard Coles, price £6.95). 
They give valuable aid in sim¬ 
plifying the mystique of elec¬ 
tronic aids to navigation. 

For the world traveller there 
is Mike Harris’ Astro Naviga¬ 
tion by Pocket Computer, also 
published by Adlard Coles 
(price £7.95). 

The ancients managed to 
find their way around by using 
the stars, but it can be a lot 
easier now with little “magic 
boxes.” 

The yachtsmen still thirsting 
for knowledge will find a thou¬ 
sand things he had never heard 
of in Seas and Oceans, a ref¬ 
erence dictionary published by 
Collins (price £5.95). DO

Fortunately, naval divers were able to make the shell safe 
without damaging the gun. 

Finding a loaded gun has provoked fresh thought about the 
mystery of the cruiser’s loss. 

It has always been assumed that the Hampshire hit a mine, 
although at the time there was speculation that it might have 
been sabotage. 

The remaining artefacts from the Hampshire will form a fitting 
memorial to those who lost their Jives as well as a continuing 
memorial to all seamen who served at the Scapa Flow Base. 

The museum is looking for artefacts and photographs regard¬ 
ing life at Lyness during both World Wars. Readers who would 
like to give or loan material to the museum should contact Mr. R.

Cruiser’s ensign returns 
home from Germany 


OLD ‘Yorkies’ will be pleased to know that the 
White Ensign of the wartime cruiser, HMS York, 
above, has returned home after 43 years. 

The York ensign was presented recently to 
Shipmate Bill Knight, chairman of Enfield 
branch by his German *oppo", Gunter Krause- 
kept who was on an exchange visit to the 
Enfield branch. 

As a boy of 12 years, Shipmate Krausekopf 
was ‘Navy crazy’. He attended a welcome home 
parade for German paratroopers In the garrison 
town of Braunschweig and was given a signed 
photograph of the commanding officer of the 
paratroopers — Cornel (Obert) Ramcke — and 


later, the York ensign as a souvenir. 

HMS York was badly damaged at Suda Bay, 
Crete on March 26, 1941. The ship was beached 
to avoid sinking. But on May 22, 1941 with sal¬ 
vage work completed Cornel Ramcke and his 
paratroopers attacked and the York had to be 
blown up and abandoned. 

However, the ship's White Ensign appears to 
have had a life of its own. It passed from the 
hands of the York’s attackers to the safe hands 
of young Gunter Krausekopf. What the young 
boy who was ‘Navy crazy’ could not have fore¬ 
seen is that ‘the enemy’ would one day become 
his friend. 


Blandford pays 
homage to men 
lost at Gallipoli 


NEAR the entrance of Bland¬ 
ford Military College is the 
memorial to the Col ling wood 
Royal Naval Division of First 
World War renown. The me¬ 
morial has a special signifi¬ 
cance for shipmates of Blaml- 
fnrd branch, particularly for 
Shipmate Roy Adam the 
branch chairman, whose father 
organised a small service there 
from 1920 until his death in 
1950, when his son took over. 

To-day the remembrance ser¬ 
vices, held on June 4 and on 
Remembrance Day. gel bigger 
and more impressive. Many of 
the sons and daughters of the 
men of the Collingwood RN 
Division who fought and died 
at Gallipoli, attend. HMS Col¬ 
lingwood is also w r ell represen¬ 
ted. w ith a big turn out of ship¬ 
mates from Blandford and 
neighbouring branches. 

The Army Garrison keep the 
memorial ship-shape, flowers 
are planted regularly and the 
site and its surrounds are well 
looked after. To ensure the me¬ 
morial's future, Shipmate 
Adam's son, aged 34 years, who 
farms nearby, is now one of the 
memorial's trustees. 

The memorial in fact, seems 
to link one generation with the 
next. At a recent service, 
WEM(R) Simon Poole, whose 
grandfather, Alfred Poole, 
fought at Gallipoli, was a mem¬ 
ber of the unarmed party from 
HMS Collingwood, attending 
the service of remembrance. 

Though Simon’s grandfather 
landed at Gallipoli and fought, 
he was sent back home when it 
was discovered that he was 
only aged 15 years. He went on 
however to serve in HMS Siri¬ 
us in the Second World War 


and on retiring from the Navy 
was secretary of the Blandford 
branch for 16 years.

Ark Royal is the 
pride of Leeds- 


ALMOST 16 years to the 
day since the fourth HMS 
Ark Royal received the 
Freedom of the City of 
Leeds, the men of the fifth 
ship to bear the name 
marched through the 
streets with bayonets 
fixed, drums beating and 
Colours flying. 

The history of the link 
between the Ark and Leeds 
goes back to 4 November 
1941 when the City Fathers 
decided to adopt the third Ark 
as part of their campaign to 
raise funds for the war effort. 

Ten days later the ship was 
sunk off Malta and such was 
the wave of emotion that fol¬ 
lowed her loss that E9.3m was 
raised by the city — over 
three times the original target. 

Not surprisingly, the adop¬ 
tion of the fourth Ark quickly 
followed. Thirty years later 
she was granted the Freedom 
at a ceremony attended by 
the Queen Mother. 

The present ship, invited to 
exercise their rights, started 
by despatching eight volun¬ 
teers to run the 254 miles up 
from Portsmouth to raise 
£2,000 for local charities. 

When the main body of men 
arrived for the week of cele¬ 
brations they were met with 
countless offers of hospitality. 
One group paid a visit to Tet¬ 
ley* s Brewery, presenting a 
‘tiddley’ for the Ark Royal bell 
behind the bar — while on 
hearing that the Ark did not 
possess a RAS flag, the com¬ 
pany handed over their Hunts¬ 
man flag (picture above). 

On the day of the parade 
1,500 people came to watch 
the march past led by Royal 
Marine Commando Training 
Centre Band outside the Civic 
Hall (left).

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Dolphin unveils 
conning tower 


HMS Dolphin, the Gosport submarine base, has an 
historic centrepiece — the restored conning tower of a 
First World War boat. 

The renovated conning tower 
was unveiled by the F.arE of 
Exroll. whose great-uncle, 
Lieut,-Cdr. Sir Guy Moncreiffe 
of That Ilk. was the Command¬ 
ing Officer of E17 when she ran 
aground off the island ofTexel. 

Stranded and badly dam¬ 
aged. Lhe submarine refloated 
at first light but as Sir Guy set 
course for home, an unidenti¬ 
fied cruiser appeared on the 
horizon and approached al 
high speed. 


HM Submarine ED sank off 
the Dutch coast in 19 16 and lay 
on the seabed for 70 years. 

Fishermen complained that 
ihe submarine was snagging 
their nets and in 1986 the solid 
copper conning tower was 
raised and sent to the Royal 
Naval School of Marine Engi¬ 
neering at HMS Sultan, and 
then to Dolphin. 

Lieut, Graham Howard, 
leader of a team of engineers 
who restored ihe conning tow¬ 
er. said: “There was a gap at 
Dolphin. We used to have a 
complete submarine on show 
but that has gone to the Sub¬ 
marine Museum. 

‘ There is now a centrepiece 
however, for this historic pan 
of Dolphin.” 


Assuming the cruiser to be 
German, Sir Gu> ordered his 
crippled boat to dive, but water 
poured in through the hatches 
and he decided his submarine 
was too badly damaged to sta> 
submerged, tn a bid to save his 
crew, he surfaced. 

The “enemy” turned out to 
be a neutral Dutch warship on 
exercise, and she picked up the 
grateful British submariners, 
who were interned by the 
Dutch for the duration of the 
war. 

£17 meanwhile had sunk to 
the bottom, where she re¬ 
mained for 70 years.

Memorial bust will honour 

Lord Fraser 


THERE are plans to honour the late Admiral of the Fleet 
Lord Fraser of North Cape by mounting a bust on a 
plinth near HMS Victory in Portsmouth Naval Base. 

The Victory was the last flagship of Lord Fraser, who 
died in February 1981, 

Supporters of a memorial appeal which has now 
been launched include six Admirals of the Fleet, four 
Admirals and former Prime Minister and ex-RN officer 
Lord Callaghan. 

Chairman of the appeal fund, which aims to raise 
£15,000, is Admiral Sir Anthony Morton, who said Lord 
Fraser's many admirers and friends had for some years 
sought a public memorial to him. An excellent bust had 
been produced and the Admiralty Board has approved 
the appeal. 

Describing the action for which Lord Fraser was most 
famous, Admiral Morton said, “On December 26 1943 
the German battlecruiser Scharnhorst, endeavouring to 
attack convoys to and from Russia, was sunk in tem¬ 


pestuous seas off the North Cape by HMS Duke of 
York, his flagship, and other ships of the Home Fleet. 

“So near this date is surely a very suitable moment to 
remember a great commander, a great sailor, a great 
gentleman and, to many, a great friend.” 

Admiral Morton also spoke of Lord Fraser's formida¬ 
ble command, tactical, organisational and professional 
skills and, above all, his supreme modesty and com¬ 
mon touch. 

Lord Fraser's naval appointments included command 
of the cruiser HMS Effingham and the aircraft carrier 
Glorious, Controller of the Navy, Second in Command 
Home Fleet, then successively Commander in Chief 
Home Fleet, Eastern Fleet and British Pacific Fleet. 

Later he was CINC Portsmouth before becoming First 
Sea Lord.

£200,000 boost

THE producers of Lambs Navy Rum have agreed to a 
huge sponsorship deal for Navy sport worth £150,000 
over the next three years.

End of career for 
veteran Achilles 

HMS Achilles, one of the Royal Navy's last two remaining gun 
Leander frigates, is due to pay off in Portsmouth this month at the 
end of a career spanning 29 years. 

Before reluming to her home base for the last time the veteran 
frigate had scheduled visits to Amsterdam and her adopted town of 
Port Talbot, in Wales. 

Commissioned in 1970, the Achilles has been on two round-the- 
world deployments, served in the Ear East and on the eastern 
seaboard of the United States, and acted as Royal escort ship and as 
West Indies guard ship. 

The Achilles spent her final year as part of the Dartmouth Train¬ 
ing Squadron, giving midshipmen their first taste of life at sea. 

She made the first visit by a Royal Navy warship to the East 
German port of Rostock since the Second World War and was given 
an overwhelming reception on a visit to the Yugoslavian port of 
Split. 

The Achilles soccer team achieved a notable 2-1 victory over 
Hajduk of Split, who were lying third in the Yugoslav Football 
League and are one of the country's oldest dubs. 

The frigate will remain in Portsmouth until she decommissions in 
March. Her future is undecided. 

0 One of the Achilles' last acts was to pay tribute to her famous 
Second World War predecessor the cruiser that fought in the 
Battle of the River Plate, Her commanding officer. Cdr. Mike 
Priestly, presented the New Zealand Naval Adviser, Commodore 
John Leonard, with a commemorative plate. 

The old Achilles was originally commissioned in New Zealand in 
1936 and was on loan to the Royal New Zealand Navy during the 
war.
